The government goes on. 
In a way the scenes which are en­ 
acted in the White House offices im­ 
mediately after March 4 when new 
presidents h a te been Inducted Into 
office are being re-enacted. I’oUtfdsns 
advice givers and others are throng­ 
ing to tin* ^presence.” 
They are ad­ 
dressing themselves to a good listener 
but to one who talks little and who 
probably thinks much. 
Things appear to be the same in the 
White House offices today; hut there 
Is a feeling which Is left unexpressed. 
The attache! of the offices and the 
newspaper men whose business calls 
them daily to the White House miss a 
personality. 
Warren ii. Harding is gone. 
There 
were those of us, newspaper writers 
In Washington, who doubted firmness 
of intention, who saw weakness where 
perhaps there was no weakness, who 
once and again gibed and scoffed, Hut 
who today feel as london Punch felt 
when Abraham Lincoln died: 
“Between the mourners at his head 
and feet, 
Say, scurrlle Jester, Is there room for 
you?1* 
Washington learned, personally, to 
love President Harding. 
.Many of the 
newspaper writers who saw him fie 
quernly tried to interpret his motives 
and his Intentions. 
I fear there was 
frequent failure. 
He was a nick man
